Hunt for 
Asian carp 
continues

The Illinois Department of Natural Resources 
and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service are set to 
begin rooting out heat-seeking Asian carp that 
have made it past the Chicago area’s electric 
fish barrier system. 

While DNA samples suggest that destruc- 
tive silver or bighead Asian carp have breached 
the barriers, no physical fish— dead or alive— 
has ever been found on the other side of them, 
said Chris McCloud, spokesman for the natural 
resources department. 

Weather permitting, biologists will begin 
sampling in rivers and canals Wednesday 

“We have got to find where these fish are at 
so we can hopefully validate the {DNA] evi- 
dence,” McCloud said. 

Crews will focus on areas where warm water 
from industrial operations enters the water- 
ways. Fish tend to congregate near the warmer 
water in the winter as temperatures drop. 
Workers and fishermen will use commercial 
fishing nets and electrofishing to search during 
the next two to three weeks, officials said. 

In December, wildlife officials discovered 
a single Asian carp in a canal leading to Lake 
Michigan, the nearest the species has come to 
the Great Lakes. Environmentalists fear that if 
the carp reach the lakes they could starve out 
native fish species and devastate a $7 billion-a- 
year fishing industry Carp can grow to 4 feet in 
length and 100 pounds. 

Michigan has asked the U.S. Supreme Court 
to order Chicago-area shipping locks closed, a 
request supported by Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and New York. Illinois 
opposes the closure. An Obama administration 
proposal on controlling carp also rejects closing 
the locks.

Estranged couple 
battling in court 
over daughter’s 
religious upbringing

Rebecca Reyes opened an e-mail from her 
estranged husband in November and shock- 
ingly discovered that he had their 3-year-old 
daughter baptized in the Catholic Church even 
though she said the couple, in happier times, 
had agreed to raise her in the Jewish faith. 

What happened during the next few 
months brought the couple’s private battles 
into the open and raises questions about how 
far the court system can— or should— go in 
dictating what faith separated parents teach 


their children. 

After the unannounced baptism, a Cook 
County Circuit Court judge took the unusual 
step of temporarily barring Reyes’ husband, 
Joseph, from exposing their child to any reli- 
gion other than Judaism. But Joseph Reyes 
allegedly then defied the order by taking his 
daughter to mass at Holy Name Cathedral, 
with a television news crew in tow 

The wife’s lawyers blasted Joseph Reyes’ 
defiance and demanded he be held in crimi- 
nal contempt— a charge that carries a maxi- 
mum punishment of 6 months in prison if 
convicted. 

Anew judge brought into the case Tuesday 
at the father’s request said she will set a date 
later for a trial on the contempt allegations. 

The couple married in October 2004 but 
split four years later. The divorce has raged 


on since 2008. Rebecca Reyes complained 
of “extreme and repeated mental cruelty” by 
her husband, court records show, while he 
alleged she was “emotionally abusive” and 
had an affair. 

Rebecca Reyes was granted full custody last 
month, but the divorce battle continues. 

In a sworn statement in the divorce, 
Rebecca Reyes said that her husband, raised 
a Catholic, had converted to Judaism after 
their marriage and had agreed to raise their 
daughter in the Jewish faith. 

Joseph Reyes, a second-year student at 
John Marshall Law School, said that despite 
the judge’s order, he decided to take his 
daughter to a Catholic church one Sunday 
after she had asked about her paternal grand- 
parents. He told her they were at church, 
and she asked to go there, he said.

More than 8o hours of testimony from 68 witnesses 
along with at least 155 pieces of evidence have given 
the public a fascinating preview of the murder case 
against Drew Peterson, but the actual results of the 
hearing might be kept secret. 

Attorneys for both sides say the public likely won’t 
hear which, if any, of the 15 hearsay statements will 
be allowed at trial in the 2004 drowning death of 
Peterson’s third wife, Kathleen Savio. 

As part of his ruling on the monthlong hearing. 
Will County Judge Stephen White must essentially 
find Peterson guilty or not of killing his third or 
fourth wife before deciding to allow any of the sub- 


mitted hearsay to be used at trial. Attorneys on both 
sides expect White will issue his ruling under seal to 
avoid influencing the jury pool. 

Colin Miller, an associate professor at John 
Marshall Law School, said it could create a “signifi- 
cant problem” if White releases his rulings publicly 
“It’s weird because you’re saying in the defendant’s 
trial for murder the statements can come in because 
he’s guilty of murder,” Miller said. 

White has asked both sides to make closing argu- 
ments Wednesday, but prosecutors late Tuesday were 
still working to determine whether other witnesses 
needed to be called. Attorneys for Peterson, a former 
Bolingbrook police sergeant, still plan to call one of 


their expert pathologists to testify 

The hearing, a first of its kind in Illinois, was 
required under a new state law allowing judges to 
admit certain hearsay statements. 

Prosecutors were required to show by a “prepon- 
derance of the evidence” that Peterson killed Savio 
or his fourth wife, Stacy Peterson, who disappeared 
in 2007, to prevent them from testifying against 
him. 

Peterson is the sole suspect in Stacy’s disappear- 
ance but has not been charged. 

Many legal experts believe that any decision under 
the new law to admit the submitted hearsay state- 
ments likely will be overturned.

Burned building 
drew complaints 


Cicero officials: No 
sign of overcrowding 
before deadly fire

Ginette and Gary Konrad thought they had 
escaped homelessness in October when 
they moved into an unattached garage 
behind an apartment building in Cicero. 

But a fire ravaged the property early 
Sunday, killing seven people in the apart- 
ment building and destroying most of the 
Konrads’ makeshift home. 

“Everything we own is gone,” said Ginette 
Konrad, 30, at a Cicero motel where the 
couple are staying until Thursday 

The garage —which had no bathroom or 
real kitchen— is most likely not a proper 
living space and “raises red flags” about 
how the entire property was managed, said 
Cicero town spokesman Ray Hanania. 

Firefighters are still investigating the 
cause of the blaze, and the town is inves- 
tigating whether the apartment building 
had code violations or was overcrowded. 

Hanania said the apartment building at 
3034 S. 48th Court has a “one-inch thick” 
file of complaints and reports of over- 
crowding, poor sanitation and improper 
upkeep of the property But town officials 
found no evidence before the fire of too 
many occupants, Hanania said. 

Five of the seven fire victims, includ- 
ing three children and a 3-day-old baby, 
were found in the attic. Their only escape 
route, a back staircase, had been cut off by 
flames, according to fire officials and rela-

tives of the victims. 

Relatives said the carpeted attic was 
regularly used as a bedroom for at least two 
of the children. But after a cursory look at 
reports on the building, Hanania said city 
inspectors found no beds in the attic dur- 
ing site visits before the fire. Town officials 
had also found no extra beds or apartment 
conversions in other parts of the apart- 
ment, he said. 

A man who answered the phone at the 
property owner’s listed phone number 
declined to comment. 

Gary and Ginette Konrad said they had 
been paying $135 a month to a man named 
‘Andre” and don’t know his last name or 
if he actually owned the building. Gary 
Konrad, 30, said he’s disabled and cannot 
work full time. The couple said they took 
showers at a gym and used restrooms at a 
nearby gas station.

Witness details Alabama shooting rampage 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. A professor who sur- 
vived a deadly university shooting ram- 
page said Amy Bishop, the colleague charged 
in the attack, methodically shot her victims 
in the head until the gun apparently jammed 
and she was pushed out of the room. 

Associate professor Joseph Ng told The 
Associated Press he was one of 12 people 
at a biology department meeting Friday at 


the University of Alabama-Huntsville. He 
described the details in an e-mail to a col- 
league at the University of California- Irvine. 

Ng said the meeting had been going for 
about half an hour when Bishop “got up sud- 
denly, took out a gun and started shooting at 
each one of us. She started with the one clos- 
est to her and went down the row shooting 
her targets in the head.” 


Bishop, a Harvard-educated neurobi- 
ologist, was arrested and charged with one 
count of capital murder and three counts of 
attempted murder. 

Ng told the AP the shooting stopped 
almost as soon as it started. He said the gun 
seemed to jam and he and others rushed 
Bishop out of the room and then barricaded 
the door shut with a table.

Instead, Noah missed his fifth straight game Tuesday night with 
plantar fasciitis in his left foot and isn’t expected to accompany the 
team on its two-game trip to New York and Minnesota. 

“I hate sitting,” Noah said. “I want to be out there. But i also have to 
do the right thing. I have to look at the big picture, i want to be ready 
when it really counts.” 

The Bulls have held internal discussions about sitting Noah beyond 
Saturday’s home game against the 76ers. 

“I don’t want to put a specific date on it,” coach Vinny Dei Negro 
said. “We’re just going to take it day by day.”

Some may cry “too much 
of a good thing” about 

“Measure,” the long-awaited, sort-of self-titled 
third album from this British outfit that went 

on a three-year hiatus after 2007’s terrific, precise “Tones of Town.” During that time off, David 
Brewis helmed School of Language and brother Peter Brewis fronted The Week That Was. For 
“Measure,” the brothers Brewis (with guitarist/keyboardist Kev Dosdale and bassist Ian Black) 
expand on their tightly wound pop formula with a 20-track, 70-minute-plus whopper of a record 
that is immensely appealing in small doses and, admittedly, hard to initially digest as a whole. If 
you take the time to re-listen, though, there’s so much to love about “Measure”: the head-nodding 
indictment of safe behavior in “Them That Do Nothing”; the relaxed, slicing “Effortlessly”; the 
pure, sweet pop of “Choosing Numbers.” Not everything works. “Lights Up” just gets lost in a 
mess of ideas, and honestly, exhaustion approaches as this beast winds down. Otherwise, this is 
an epic album that constantly criss-crosses and surprises, changes and confuses. A great band is 
back, and it’s not just repeating itself. Sweet.

Joe Pug 

“Messenger”

This Portage Park-based singer- 
songwriter knows how to craft a folk tune, 
but he lives and dies by his words and 
delivery. The 25-year-old Maryland native 
has risen thanks to his weathered voice and wise-beyond-his- 
years lyrics on EPs “Nation of Heat” and “In the Meantime,” 
scoring buzz that landed him a spot at Lollapalooza 2009. On 
“Messenger,” his first full-length. Pug’s repetitive phrasing is 
exposed, blending together songs that often hinge on lightly 
picked melodies meant only to serve as background for Pug’s stories, which aren’t as rich as his 
previous material. Midway through the record, cozy familiarity has drifted into monotony, and 
the generic “The First Time I Saw You” offers little to mix things up. Pug also struggles with more 
upbeat material, turning the title track into something plodding rather than infectious. Highlights 
like the vulnerable “Unsophisticated Heart” and sad “Not So Sure” showcase what this promising 
singer does best: using precisely chosen words to say things that feel like secrets, revealed by a 
man alone with his voice and his guitar.

Idol’ contestants livin’ on a prayer for next round 

It’s been a strange “American Idol” season for Jeffrey 
Goldford. 

In the past, the Chicago resident has laughed at 
what he calls the “drama group” on Fox’s singing com- 
petition, As viewers saw last week, he was part of one 
of those groups. 

“I’ve been on the couch pointing and laughing and 
going, ‘Oh my God, that would suck,’ ” he told me 
Tuesday, adding that while his group was imploding he 
was “imagining how hilarious it’s going to be for my 
friends and family sitting on the couch watching me, 
doing the same thing we were doing together the year 
before.” 

Goldford survived the group sing disaster— at the 
last minute one member quit— and got his shot at mak- 
ing the Top 24 semifinalists, 

“Idol” announced seven of the Top 24 on Tuesday, 
but viewers did not get to see Goldford perform the 
song he chose, Jason Mraz’s “I’m Tburs,” Tune in 
Wednesday for the final results. 

The 28 -year-old said he didn’t have much time to 
prepare for the final round, which is par for the course 
during the initial Hollywood phase of the event. 

Although Fox stretches the rounds over four episodes 
and two weeks, the judges pare down the competition 
from 18 1 hopefuls to the Top 24 in just one week, 

“They want to wear you thin,” he said of the 
Hollywood week trial-by-fire, “They don’t give you 
much sleep and you’re constantly guessing what’s going 
happen in the next hour. They don’t give you any sense 
of comfort or let you know what’s going on. So you’re 
constantly on edge,” 

Goldford wasn’t sure he’d even make it to Hollywood 
after listening to Simon Cowell following his Denver 
audition. The notoriously nasty judge gave him the 
worst criticism he received in the entire competition, 

“He said, ‘Jeff, the problem’s not your voice. Your 
voice is great. The problem’s you; you’re very forget-

power,’ ” Goldford said. 

Then Goldford did what 
no one would advise: “I 
interrupted Simon and said, 

‘Simon, with all due respect, 
didn’t you say the exact same 
thing to Kris Allen last year 
and he won the whole com- 
petition?’ ” 

Goldford scored yes votes 
from Kara DioGuardi, 

Randy Jackson and guest 
judge Victoria Beckham, 

Simon didn’t actually give his vote 
because Goldford made it to 
Hollywood, 

Now he’s waiting to be able to say 
whether he made it into the Top 24, 

He “did good, but not great” in his 
final round, Goldford said Tuesday “I 
think I could have done better,” - .-i- 

No matter what happens, the con- 
sultant for Corporate United, a group purchasing 
organization, doesn’t regret auditioning— even though 
a friend had to push him to do it by showing up at his 
door with two plane tickets to Denver, 

He’s hoping the exposure will help in launch his solo 
career, Goldford, who moved to the Windy City about 
two years ago from Austin, Texas, has recorded an EP, 
“Hindsight,” and has played such venues as Schuba’s 
Tavern and the House of Blues, 

“What an amazing experience for 30 million people 
to get a 10 -second snapshot of what I bring to the 
table,” said Goldford, who used to perform with Austin 
band The Everyday People, “This will be an unbeliev- 
able opportunity to show people what I can do by 
myself”

Park, although now on leave 
from his studies for “Idol,” 
according to friends, has been 
the group’s music director 
and continues to sing with 
them when “Idol” scheduling 
has allowed. (The group has 
concerts Feb. 20 and March 12;

“He has an incredible 
work ethic, and his spirit is 
contagious,” said Janelle Kroll, 
who was two years ahead of 
Park at Glenbrook North High 
School and got to know him in 
college through Purple Haze. 


Angela Martin 

Angela Martin’s has been one of 
“Idol’s” hardest-luck stories. 

The South Side resident made 
it to the Hollywood round two 
years ago, but it came months 
after her father had been mur- 
dered. Martin didn’t make the 
final 24. Last year, she made the 
Hollywood round but had to 
withdraw because a court date 
for a traffic ticket interfered, she 
said. 

This year, the 28-year-old sing- 
er, who fronts a band that does 
weddings, bar mitzvahs and 
corporate events, made it again. 
Now she’s coping with the fact 
that her mother, Viola Martin, 
hasn’t been seen by family since 
the day after Christmas. 

Martin, who has a 10-year-old 
daughter with a rare disease, 
said the competition gives her 
something to focus on. 

“You have to see the good 
in everything and you have to 
trust God in his plan,” she said, 
“and whatever it is I can make it 
through it.”

When asked what his son 
Jermaine is doing to try to win 
the competition, father James 
Sellers said, “There’s no strategy 
when God is involved.” 

Jermaine Sellers, 26, 
described himself as a “church 
boy” on the show and did much 
of his early singing at Church of 
the Holy Ghost in Joliet, said his 
father, a school maintenance 
worker. 

He sang in the Soul Children 
of Chicago, a youth gospel choir, 
as a child and had a couple of 
secular recording contracts that 
went nowhere. Sellers’ biggest 
breakthrough came on the BET 
national gospel singing compe- 
tition, “Sunday Best.” In 2007, 
he finished third and has mostly 
been making his living singing 
in churches since, said James 
Sellers. 

“Let’s just say I’m praying 
constantly,” said Sellers’ father 
about the “American Idol” 
opportunity.

The thick skins in 
turn yield wines that are dark purple. The lack of water further stresses 
the vines and reduces yields and concentrates the flavors.
